Civic Parade has replaced Nellie Street. 
The motion of a recent council meeting has 
‘now been implemented. It will be sometime 
of course before the necessary alterations in 
toad maps and street directories are made— 
or before all letter writers are made aware 
of the change. Apart from the rather undue 
haste shown the action was needful and 
commendable. We regret, however, that such 
haste prevented a-fuller:-exarnination of our 
street and road names. Even more recently 
it has been found necessary to rename Webb 
Street, north of the railway line, to Hancock 
Street. . 

There may be, and we think are titles 
of other roads where more suitable designa- 
tions are necessary. If such be the case and 
other names are to be changed, piecemeal 
alterations are not in the best -interests of 
all concerned. 

Generally speaking Altona is fortunate 
in its nomenclature. The -Esplanade, Pier 
Street, Queen Street, Blyth Street, and Sar- 
good Street are typical and -desirable but 
there are, we think, exceptions. We instance 
two roads where consideration should be 
given to a change. Millers Road and Maid- 
stone Street need more suitable titles. 

‘Millers Road, extending from Foots- 
cray and Sunshine through to the beach, was 
griginally the name of the Footscray end 
only. Cherry Avenue, the central portion, 
and Victoria Street at the beach end have 
Jost their identity.. Maidstone Street has 
connotations of a town in England and a local- 
ity between Sunshine and Footscray. 

\t is a generally accepted practice that 
thoroughfares such as these ‘have designa- 
tions based on their significance or destina-- 
tion. 

If after examination of all views it is 
thought that these and/or other streets

Strong Objections 
To Stockyards 


Members of the Laverton Progress Association 
are very perturbed with the building of stock hold- 
ing yards near the Laverton Railway Station. 

_At the last meeting of the Association mem- 
bers voiced very strong objections to the yards. 

At the first intimation that stock holding yards 
were to be built telegrams of objections were sent 
to local Members of Parliament and the Railway De- 


partment. 

In response to the telegram 
Mr. G, R. Crick, M.LA., paid 
@ visit to Laverton and after 
a thorough inspection of the 
area said he would take the 
matter further. 

The yards are being built 
by Weinberg Abbatoirs Pty. 
Ltd. who apparently have per- 
mission from the Railway De- 
partment to use an existing 
loading ramp. This ramp has 
not been used during the past 
six or seven years. It now 
seems because of the existing 
Tramp no permission is needed 
for the holding yards, 

At the meeting members 
raised the following points— 

When the old ramp is in use 
the surrounding area was not 
residential as it is now; 

The drop in value of sur- 
rounding properties; 

At what times are the sheep 
or cattle to be unloaded; 

How long will the animals be 
held in the yards; 

The noise caused by the 
sheep or cattle and Reavy 
transport moving the animals; 

The danger to children by 
the transports travelling on 
the roads of the Estate; 

The heavy transport would 
be detrimental to the roads 
in the district; and 

The health factor in regard 
to disease and infection. The 
sewer pipe is not considered 


large enough to take addi- 
tional refuse from the yards. 
Therefore, will the refuse be 
drained into the ditches at 
the side of the railway line, 
and in the summer time when 
there is not enough water for 
household use how will the 
yards be cleaned? 

It was resolved at the meet- 
ing to inform the Health De- 
partment of the views of the 
Progress Association. 

Members also decided to 
forward the petitions signed 
by Laverton residents to the 
Werribee Shire Council with 
@ Tequest to forward them to 
the proper authorities. 

At the conclusion of the 
meeting the problem of 
transport was raised. Mem- 
bers expressed their interest 
in the progress made by the 
Altona Shire in regard to this 
problem. 

It was suggested that prior 
to the next meeting of the 
Association, members give 
some thought to giving their 
support to Altona. One mem- 


fber suggested that if Altona 


is successful in getting the 
railway line extended to 
Maidstone Street it is com- 
ing closer to Laverton. He 
is of the opinion that Laver- 
ten should fight for the line 
to be continued through to 
Laverton.

when the children need help 
for a special project do the 
L.A. work for funds. 


At the moment the Guides 
and Brownies of Laverton are 
working for a hall of their 
own. Land has been leased 
from the Railway Department 
adjacent to the Scout Hall, 
and a building bought for 
removal. The children and 
L.A. raised approximately £200 
and we received a grant of 








Council of Victoria. This 
covers the purchase price and 
cost of removal of the hut. 
Now all have to work to en- 
sure that the hut when reno- 
vated will be a credit to the 
movement it will serve. 


The Group has been 
helped in many ways by 
many people to get this far 
with the project. Most of 
the help has come from 
people outside the meve- 
ment. 


The very people who are 
helped most by Guiding—the 
parents—seem the most dis- 
interested. At the last meet- 
ing of the LA. of those 
present only two were mothers 
of children in Guides—not 
one Brownie’s mother. 


Recent activities of the 
Brownies and Guides have 
included trips to the Botani- 
cal Gardens, Christmas par- 
ties, a Victoria Wide Camp- 
fire at the Myer Music Bowl— 
being hostesses to Seymour 
Guides who came down to 
see the Queen—hikes, barbe- 
cues, first aid and home nurs- 
ing classes—~all outside their 
normal weekly meetings. 


The people who do this for 
the children are mostly mar- 
ried women and some of these 
are also at work all the week. 
They believe in Guiding and 
its aims and hope that they 
can help the children of the 
district to become good citi- 
zens. 


The children and Guiders 
are doing their best—what 
about the third group—will 
you help us to help your 
children?

‘Altona In 1890 
A Letter From An Old Resident; 


(By Alf Mowlam) 


¥ was bern in England on 
February 9, 1880, and came to 
New Zealand with my par- 
ents in 1881. I had two 
brothers and two sisters, and 
our mother died in New Zea- 
land about 1890. 

We came to Melbourne, 
where my father married again 
and the three older children 
boarded out. I was about 11 
years old when I went to 
Footscray to work for a dairy 
man, Mr. Herbert. We 
moved to Altona and lived in 
a house in Blyth Street— 
“Fleming’s House.” 

‘Mr. Herbert had a milic 
round in Williamstown at that 
time,. about 1890. There were 
very few people or houses in 
Altona. I remember the fol- 
lowing men as I drove one of 
the drays Mr. Herbert used 
to bring visitors and supplies 
irom Williamstown— 

Mr. Blyth was commissioner 
of the Harbour Trust. He 
was connected with the Boat 
Excursion Company who ran 
ships around the bay to Gee- 
long, Portarlington and the 
Heads. He also had connec- 
tions with the Altona Bay 
Estate. These bodies met at 
the “Homestead.” He lived in 
Williamstown. 

Mr. Hawker lived in the 
“Homestead” as caretaker for 
the Altona Bay Estate. 

Mr. White was a fisherman 
and later an engine driver at 
the coal mine. He lived in 
the old “Coffee Palace,” in 
Pier Street. 

Mr. Quinn lived near us 
and he aiso had about 70 cows 
and delivered milk to houses 
in Williamstown. .

The “Coffee -Palace” was 
empty and deserted until my 
wife lived in it, 

‘There was a platform at Al- 
tona, but while I was there 
I do not remember any trains. 

There were miles-of Beau- 
tiful clean beach with three: 
rows of pine trees’ andi 
tamerisk. 

I left Altona to go to sea 
when I was about 18. But I 
have lived off and on at Al- 
tona, holidays and permanent, 
from 1907 till 1953, and was a 
ratepayer to Werribee Council 
for many years, . 

My wife and I worked hard 
te establish Altona as a Shire. 
Sir Arthur Richards helped to 
develop the town, We bought 
Jand from his firm about 40 
years ago, A block near Sea- 
hoime station cost £180—the 
first block throught the gates 
on the beach side. 

Then came a slump and 
land was sold for as low as 
£25 per block. 

Houses in the mine paddock 
sold 40 years ago for about 
£150 each and most of the 
time they were surrounded 
by water. 

We only chad a small say 
at. Werribee Council and only 
‘forged ahead when the district 
became a Shire.
